thing 1 after you f ini sh col lee ting everything you want , hit 
<BftEAK> and select option <D>, then option <5> to write and 
close the buffer .

Hi Al 1 : 

I have been playing around with the Ex at r on MMBOO 64K 
board for the TRS-80 Model 1 for about 2 msnths now. 
I h«ve had nothing but trouble with it -front the beginning. 
It seems as though it works wel 1 without a di st' system, but 
nothing seems to work wel 1 wi th di sks and an ex pans i on 
inter -face. At first it would not work at all with the E/ 1 
connected. The Ex at r on personnel were not able to help, 
but I was able to get help fV^o* Sabri kawash of SBUC who 
cut a trace in the E/I to disable the upper 32K so that 
they do not conflict with the MMBOO upper 32K. Now the 
board seems to work okay as a 48K machine with diet s, but 
there »ra probl ems if I try to use the 1 ower 12K by moving 
the ROM code into RAM. The computer hangs up if I try this 
from DOS. It works okay if the ROM/RAM program is executed 
from LEVEL 2 withcxit DOS. tfc3wever, even when ROM is loaded 
into RAM, the DOS does not work properly, with many 
syntax errors and 1 ock-ups. The other feature of thi a 
board is a CPU speed-up. I found that a lOOiC speedup would 
not work at all on my computer, even with a ZB<:tA (4MHz) 
chip and the SOX speedup passes the memory tests, but does 
not work relinbly with NEWDOS/GO even with the SYSTEM 
mod i f i ed -f or high speed . 

As you can see, I am not tr-o excited about this product for 
use with disk operating systems. It seems like disk is a 
dirty work at Exatron ano they don't have anyone who can 
hel p when things don' t work. I would 1 i ke to sel 1 my 
assembled and tested <'^) version of the MMBOO board for 
what I have invested in it (about *100) to anyone who 
wants it. It will probably work great for Stringy Floppy 
systems or other non-DOS uses. If anyone has had 
experience with using this board with DOS please let me 
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knoM.
